THE MISSIONARY TRAINING IN- 
STITUTE AT SOUTH NYACK

i is most filting at this time 
that special attention should be 
given to the Training Institute— 
the barracks or distributing sta- 
tion—for such it really is. 

First let us consider its location 
—up among the mountains, oppo- 
site Tarrytown, four hundred feet 
above the river which is three 
and one-half miles wide at this 
point and known as the Tappan 
Zee. The view above extending 
from north of Sing Sing to a point 
far below Irvington, including the 
vast expanse of heavens, is itself 
a great feature in preparing for 
Nard places, giving grander con- 
ceptions of Him who “before the 
mountains were brought forth or 
even the earth and theworld were 
formed, even from everlasting to 
everlasting, has been our God.” 

The Building:—This is most 
complete in its appointments, the 
center being devoted to the Li- 
beary, chapel, class rooms and 
kitchen, while the two wings are 
occupied respectively by the 
young men and young womeu, 
Yhe furnishings are simple, there- 











by being wholly in keeping with 
the soldier life of the students 
and teachers. For many months 
barrels served as wash-stands and trunks 
as dressers; but there was no complaint. 
The Jong hours spent in the Jertures in 
chapel, on the hard, uncomfortable chairs 
however, do elicit a groan now and then 
for something better. 

The Service:—While the heads of de- 
partments are under experienced helpers 
the dining room work, washing of dishes 
and the dusting are done by the students, 
part being taken by them in turn, the rest 
by regular helpers, who thereby work 
their way through the term.

God for help. Thus the Great 
Teacher is impressing the lesson 
of trust upon the hearts of those 
who are to be put in places of 
great responsibility. 

Once a week we have an offer- 
ing, and through their own gifts 
the students contributed last year 
over $1,000 for the sending of 
two of their number to the field 
and for other pledges. 

Why does this work suggest 
barracks? Because of the readi- 
ness to go any moment where 
God calls. One young woman 
answered a call to India, to sail 
the same week without leaving 
the place where she stood, when 
the call came to her from a mis- 
sionary about to return to the 
field. The sister of one fallen on 
the Congo, when learning of the 
death of her brother, while deeply 
grieving his loss, asked with 
much alarm if it would hinder her 
being sent, assuring us that she 
too had been called to that field! 
Another whose acceptance by the 
Board had been suspended by rea- 
son of poor health, tried again 
after a few months. His radiant 
face upon his return told of his 
success. He sailed the following 
week for the Soudan, 

“This one thing I do” charac- 
terizes the attitude of those pre- 
paring for the fields. Nothing 
daunts them. Having their call 
from God they depend wholly up- 
on Him to send them forth. Their 
daily life is a mighty inspiration 
to daring service in difficult fields. 

The closing of the Winter term was 
aptly called the “commencement” for its 
spirit hag been prolonged in a most suc- 
cessful Summer School, condacted by Dr. 
Chapell of Boston, assisted by Dr. Mac- 
Kenzie and Dr. Pridgeon. The character 
of the students differs only in the latter 
having more experience as principals of 
public schools, teachers, Christian work- 
ers and ministers. 

The Winter term begins in October, fol- 
lowing the New York Convention and 
continues six months. 

The expense is four dollars per week, 
for board no charge being made for 
tuition. 

In the book of Amos we read that God 
brought the Israelites out of the Jand of

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ENCOURAGEMENTS IN THE WORK OF 
THE WORLD’S EVANGELIZATION.

“They came to meet us as far as 
Appii Forum and the Three Tav- 
erns whom, when Paul saw he 
thanked God and took courage” 


(Acts xxviif, 18). 


TE apostle Paul was 
reaching the crisis of 
his great missionary 
campaign. Long had 
he desired to reach 
tbe great metropolis 
of the world, imper- 
jal Rome. At last he 
\ was nearing its gates 
and the object of his ambition was about 
to be attained. As he drew near two 
signals of encouragement came to meet 
him and greet him, two parties of friends 
who came out of the city, the first at 
Appii Forum, a little station about four- 
teen miles from Rome, and a second 
about half that distance from the gates, 
a little inn probably called the Three 
Taverns. The apostle accepted these 
two greetings as special signals of divine 
encouragement and their welcome filled 
his heart with hope and cheer. 

So God meets His people along the 
path of service and on the field of con- 
flict with special signals of encourage: 
ment, and there are two great classes of 
cheering signals in our missionary work 
which meet us at this time like Panl’s 
two parties of welcoming friends. 

The first may be classed as the provi- 
dences of God in the interests of the 
world’s evangelization; the second the 
movements of the Holy Ghost in the 
same direction. 

I. God’s providence in connection with 
missions, The days in which we live are 
intensely active. The forces of earth and 
heaven are all busy. God is interposing 
in the most marked and manifest way 
in the affairs of human history. The 
“Ancient of Days” has indeed come to 
deal with the nations and to “overturn, 
eyerturn and overturn until We shall 
come whose right it is.” 

1. This is manifest in God’s dealings 
with wicked nations and especially na- 
tions that have upheld the two great sys- 
tems of apostasy that have marked the 
progress of the past twelve centurics. 
The two great supporters of the Roman 
Catholic apostasy have been France and 
Spain, and no one can fail to see the 
providential dealings of God with both 
these nations. A century ago God’s 
jedgment upon France began and the 
story of the century is one of revolution, 
humiliation and the decline of national 
character, prestige, and prosperity. The 
French Revolution Jeft France a wreck 
and a prey to every evil that could. dis- 
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rupt human society. The Franco-Ger- 
man war wrecked the new empire and 
gave birth to a republie, little better in 
its moral tone, and today the condition 
of France is simply pitiable and contemp- 
tible, exposing the corruption of her 
whoije moral and political life to the gaze 
of a scorning world. 

Not less marked has been God's judg- 
ment upon Spain, and the past year has 
witnessed the avenging of the cruelties 
of the Spanish Inquisition and the expul- 
sion of Spanish rule from almost the last 
relics of her once magnificent empire. 

Of course, all this has re-acted on the 
influence and powcr of Papacy, and it 
was through the humiliation of France 
that the Italian people were encouraged 
to rise and claim their independence and 
the temporal power of the Pope thirty 
years ago was overturned forever. Surely 
God is judging among the nations, and as 
we see His hand we may well thank God 
and take courage. 

The other great apostasy of the ages is 
Mohammedanism and the power that 
has stood behind Turkey. For a whole 
century Turkey also has been passing un- 
der the rod of divine retribution and the 
past year has witnessed some striking 
developments in the same direction. 
Perhaps the most important event of the 
year has been the signal defeat of the 
army of the Caliphate by the British 
troops at Omdurman and the deliverance 
of Northern Africa from the curse of Is- 
Jam which threatened to completely over- 
whelm it. Flow can we fail to see His 
judgments abroad in the earth and His 
hand preparing for the final judgments 
of the nations and the coming of the 
Lord. 

2. Next, we see God dealing with 
Christian nations. 

It ig not accidental that today the three 
leading powers of the world are Great 
Britain, United States and Germany, and 
that they are all substantially Protest- 
ant nations. God has given to them the 
ascendancy among civilized nations and 
the overwhelming preponderance among 
the half-civilized and barbarous peoples 
who more or less directly own their sway. 
No one can fail to see the inevitable trend 
of modern history to bring Protestant 
and Christian nations to the front. Even 
still] more marked is the drawing togeth- 
er of ihe first two of these Protestant na- 
tions by ties of a common blood and Ian- 
guage and a deep affection, which is 
mightier than all questions of mere inter- 
est or bonds of political alliance. The 
unity of the Anglo-Saxon race is the one 
great fact that stands out today as the 
product of the past year and the emphat- 
ic note of exclamation which God’s prov- 
idence has written upon the page of cur- 
rent history. That which diplomacy 
could never have brought about and 
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which long cherished prejudices had 
seemed to render impossible has been ds- 
veloped by silent influences through 
God’s inscrutable providence and as we 
recognize it and its potency for good we 
“thank God and take courage.” 

8. God's dealings with heathen nations 
are not less remarkable in connection 
with the progress of cvangelization in 
ail lands. The subject is so vast that we 
can only select two or three salient 
points. 

Take India. When the first missionar- 
jes entered that land they were shipped 
back again. The East India Company 
whose selfish commercial policy could 
not stand their scrutiny would not brook 
their presence, and India was closed to 
the Gospel. And then God began to pre- 
pare the soil with the deep ploughshare 
of tremendous providences. The Sepoy 
Rebellion came with its story of blood 
and shame, and when all was over India 
had been revolutionized. The East India 
Company had been abolished and the 
whole country brought under British 
rule, with an open door for the Gospel 
into almost every province and village. 

True, the prejudices of caste and an al- 
jen race have raised new barriers, but 
God is breaking these down by new pro- 
cesses. The twin scourge of plague and 
famine has not been an unmingled curse, 
for the sympathy of Fnglish and Amer- 
ican hearts and the help of loving 
hands have called forth a response of 
gratitude and confidence from the hearts 
of the people, and the Holy Ghost has 
come down to water the soil and the seed 
after the breaking up of God’s deep 
ploughing, and the result is that our own, 
and other societies have to tell of a year 
of wondrous blessing, of souls seeking 
God in all our mission stations, of a larg- 
er number of baptisms than ever before, 
and of a still Jarger number of those that 
are seeking instruction and preparation 
in order to fit them to come out on the 
side of Christ. 

Look at China. A few years ago one 
could not fail to be impressed in passing 
through this proud Jand,asthe writer did, 
with the intolerant conceit of the Chinese 
people and their scorn for foreign ideas 
and the foreign religion; the meanest 
coolie considered himself superior to the 
highest foreigner. But God again stepped 
upon the scene and soon we heard the 
thunders of the Chino-Japanese war, and 
then came the speedy result, the com- 
plete overthrowing, with humiliation, of 
a nation of four hundred millions, by a 
little kingdom with only one tenth of its 
population. At length, China opened her 
eyes and began to realize her stupendous 
folly in shutting out the foreigner with 
his ideas of progress and civilization. 
Since that day a resistless reaction has 
set in and China is rapidly disintegrat- 
ing from her old conservative exclusive- 
ness, and opening up her vast interior 
to the railroad, the factory, the telegraph 
wire, the postal system, the custom ser- 
vice of civilized nations and even tte lit- 
erature and religion of the foreigner. Tt 
is God’shand, andtoday there are a thous- 
and doors open in China that might be 
immediately and effectually opened if the 
men and the means were ready. 


Again, the continent of Africa looms — 
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up perhaps above all other heathen lands 
in the eyes of the nations. It is the ob- 
jective point of political ambition, com- 
mercial enterprise, geographical science 
and all the forces of the human mind. 
The great nations of the world are com- 
peting for its vast resources, great lines 
of railroad and steamboat transportation 
are penetrating its darkest depths, and 
the flash of the telegraph will soon dart 
without interruption along its whole 
backbone from Cairo to the Cape of Good 
Hope. In a quarter of a century the 
Zambesi, the Shire, the Congo, the Niger 
and the Nile, and all the great inland 
‘lakes will have been opened up. The 
dark mystery of its bosom have been un- 
veiled and its hundreds of tribes and 
tongues will soon be able to hear the Gos- 
pel of salvation. In all these cases God’s 
providence is far in advance of the 
Church’s progress. 

Finally, for space and time will not per- 
mit us to cover a wider ficld, the past 
year hag witnessed perhaps the most ex- 
traordinary providential opening of all in 
the Island World and in the breaking of 
the fetters that so long held the fair re- 
gion of Cuba, Perto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, not merely under the yoke of 
Spanish oppression, but the heavicr yoke 
of Romish priestcraft and intolerance. 
This is the miracle of providence which 
has burst upon us so suddenly that as 
yet we scarcely realize all it means of 
marvelous opportunity and sacred- re- 
sponsibility. The promise which marks 
the Jast visions of Old Testament prophe- 
ey and seems to indicate the very dawn- 
ing of the millennial day, “The isles shall 
wait for His law,” has at last been ful. 
filled, and all that now remains is that 
we shall understand the vision and see 
that they wait no longer, but immediately 
receive the glorious Gospel for which 
Go@’s mighty hand has been preparing 
the way and for which His gracions prov- 
idence has honored us by making us trus- 
tees. 

Il, We come to the seeond class of en- 
couragements in the world’s evangeliza- 
tion, namely, those that are suggested by 
the operation of the Holy Spirit in the 
signal movements of the spiritual world 
today. 

1. The first encouraging sign that we 
would note is the fact that so many are 
coming to understand the plan of Christ 
for the world’s evangelization. We never 
can sueceed in our missionary work or 
any other work till we are able to oper- 
ate intelligently with our great leader. 
So long as we are working to convert 
the world and reproduce our civilization 
and sectarianism in heathen countries, 
we shall be bitterly disappointed, but 
when we understand that God's thought 
for our age is to gather out of the nations 
a people for Mis name, not to convert but 
rather to sample the race and bring from 
every iribe and tongue a company of 
firstfruits to welcome back our King, and 
then He wil] establish His own personal 
reign upon the millennial earth and by 
agencies and forces more perfect and ef- 
ficient than now we can command, quick- 
ly bring under subjection all the my- 
riads of the earth’s population. When 
we understand this, we work intelligent- 
ly and effectively, and we receive a mo- 





tive which separates us from all second 
class things and saves us from wasting 
our strength and time on social reforms 
and even religious organizations that 
terminate on themselves and come short 
of the Lord's great plan and Christ’s 
second coming. 

Therefore we are especially encouraged 
when we find that the leaders of the 
world’s great missionary moyements are 
more and more coming to see this work 
from the premillennial standpoint, and 
to unite in giving “the Gospel as a wit- 
ness” unto all nations, that the end may 
specdily come. 

2, Another encouraging sign is the fact 
that God is preparing a people for 
Christ’s second coming and gathering 
them out of all the churches and the na- 
tions. The most distinct spiritual move- 
ment today is the special work of the Ho- 
ly Ghost in calling out a consecrated peo- 
ple to receive the baptism of the Spirit 
and prepare for the Lord’s coming. While 
on the one hand we recognize and deplore 
the widespread declension both among 
the preachers and the people in the great 
mass of religious organizations today, 
yet, on the other hand we cannoi fail to 
notice another movement which we might 
call a church within a church, the separ- 
ating and sanctifying of a little flock and 
the revelation of the life of Christ in the 
hearts of His hidden ones today, as per- 
haps at no previous time in the history 
of the Church. Along with this is the re- 
vival of the special gifts of the Spirit as 
in the Pentecostal days and the manifes- 
tation of God’s signal power in answered 
prayer, in the healing of disease and in 
special lines of Christian work and evan- 
gelization. “Rehold, the Bridegroom 
eometh, go ye out to meet Him,” is the 
call of the Spirit today to all who are 
willing to hearken and obey, and Christ 
is preparing a people for His coming, not 
only in Christian lands but in every quar- 
ter of the mission field and ithe heathen 
world. So marked is this movement that 
it is even taking the place of great relig- 
ious revivals of former times and our 
great religious meetings today are not so 
much to bring new accessions into the 
Church of Christ as to bring the Church 
of God itself into its true place of privi- 
lege and power in the Holy Ghost. 

3. There is a distinct evangelistic move- 
ment abroad today. It is taking two di- 
rections: one to the neglected classes at 
home; another to the heathen abroad. It 
seems to be foreshadowed by the two calls 
in the fourteenth chapter of Luke; the 
one to go out into the streets and lanes 
of the city, the other to ihe highwars and 
hedges and constrain them to come in. 
Especially do we mark the great misston- 
ary movement of the present century and 
it is taking possession of the conscience 
and heart of all those who are truly con- 
secrated and in living touch with God. 
This is evinced by the large number of 
the young people of our'colleges who have 
volunteered for foreign service and the 
new missionary movements that are con- 
stantly springing up with a view to plant 
the Gospel more widely in the regions be- 
yond. 

4. One of the most encouraging signs 
of the time is the facility with which ear- 
nest lives may find an open door to the 
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mission field. The time was when it re- 
quired an elaborate and expensive educa- 
tion and curriculum to enable one to pass 
through the conventional form of a mis- 
sionary appointment. Today our mis- 
sionary training institutes have simpli- 
ficd all this and the China Inland Mis- 
sion, the Christian and Missionary A}li- 
ance and kindred societies, furnish the 
object lesson of hundreds of men and wo- 
men of moderate education and deep con- 
secration, for whom God has opened the 
way by a shorter, but not less thorough 
preparation, and whom He is using not 
less effectively than their brethren as pi- 
oneers of the Gospel in all the world, 
and “workmen that need not to be 
ashamed.” We could point to many of 
our most distinguished and honored 
brethren on the high places of the foreign 
field in Thibet, China, Africa, who, a few 
years ago, were humble working men in 
this country, but whom God called and 
qualified and then sent forth clothed with 
the power of His Spirit and honored with 
the highest usefulness in the hardest 
places of the field. We can say to every 
young man and earnest heart that has 
the will to go that there certainly is a 
way and that all the doors of opportuni- 
ty and service are open to every one that 
will dare to enter in. 

5. One of the most encouraging fea- 
tures of missionary work today is the ag- 
gressive spirit which is pressing on to the 
regions beyond. Within a quarter of a 
century this has been shown in the occu- 
pation of the interior provinces of China, 
the plains of Mongolia, the mountains of 
Thibet, the dark heart of Africa, the un- 
occupied republics of South America, the 
new islands of the sea, and today it is 
pressing on to the millions of Anam, the 
multitudes of the Philippine Islands and 
the yet only half-explored regions of Cen- 
tral Asia. “Speak unto the people that 
they go forward,” is the call of the Holy 
Ghost today, and nobly are the mission- 
ary hosts responding. 

6. The progress of self-support among 
our missions abroad, is most encourag- 
ing. Time will only permit us to give a 
single instance. A few years ago Mr, and 
Mrs. Woodberry went to Tientsin, China, 
primarily to act as the business agent of 
our work in North China. It was not 
long, however, till they had gathered a 
native chureh among the medical stu- 
dents of Tientsin, and soon these young 
men had become so imbued with the spir- 
it of missions, that they themselves un- 
dertook {o send out from among them- 
selves native evangelists to all the pro- 
vinces of China, and even to other lands, 
and today the extraordinary spectacle is 
presented to the Christian world of that 
little band of Chinese Christians sup- 
porting twenty-two native evangelists in 
China, and one in Syria, all of whom are 
supported by the funds they raise. Dur- 
ing the past two years this little company 
has contributed over five {housand dol. 
lars for this work. Surely such missions 
pay, and as we hear the story of the Holy 
Ghost’s marvelous working we may well 
“thank God and take courage.” 

7. The outpouring of the Holy Spirit

“Where art thou?” (G-x, fli. 9). 
“What is this that thou hast 


done?” (Gen. fit. 13). 
“Where is Abel thy brother?” 


(Gen. iv. 9). 


We will consider the first question as 
to our relation to God. The second in its 
relation to our eternal reward, and the 
third as to our relation to our fellowship. 


WHERE ARY THOU. 


This question is expressive of surprise. 
Adam had been in the closest fellowship 
with his God. What times of perfect bliss 
those must haye been, when man could 
walk with his Creator as friend with 
friend, a8 we sing 


“Companionship with Jesus here

would run to meet God whenever He 
came to the garden. But on this occa- 
sion it was not so, he “was afraid.” Why? 
Because he “was naked.” To be sure he 
was covered with a drapery of his own 
making and doubtless appeared very nice 
to his own eye; but when coming before 
the all-searching eye of God, it was as 
nothing, and, beloved, so it will be, with 
every robe that man can weave, only the 
robe of “His righteousness” wi)) satisfy 
when God calls. 

Before God had ever said one word in 
condemnation of Adam, he was judged 
and found guilty. His own heart con- 
demned him; he “was afraid.” Beloved, 
if our heart condemns us not, then have 
we confidence toward God” (I. John iii. 
24). 

ee had Jost his love for God, for “there 
is no fear in love.” Oh! my brother, 
“Where art thou?” Tt will pay you to 
stop and “take stock.” 

it is awfully possible to have a most 
blessed experience of the sweetest fel- 
lewship with, and to be mightily used 
of God, and yet to grow cold and power- 
less. There are numerous examples of 
this fact in God’s Word. 

See that great man rushing across the 
conntry, fleeing for his life. Tt is hard 
for us to believe that this is the hero of 
yesterday, then so bold and erect, so full 
of faith and courage, standing alone for 
Gad, and turning a nation back to His 
ways; surely this cannot be he, so de- 
moralized in spirit, filled with fear, run- 
ning from a weak, wicked woman. Yes, 
God was right when He said: “The heart 
is deceitful above a)) things.” 

Poor Elijah never was the same after 
that defeat. It is true God cared for him 
and sent angels to feed him; gave him 
refreshing sleep; but the next commis- 
sion he received from God was to anoint 
Elisha to be prophet in his place (1. Kings 








xix. 16). 
in the liberty wherewith Christ has made 
us free. 

Another strong evidence of this fact is 
the life of Samson, and in the New Test- 
ment Peter one night boiling over with 
zeal and love, ready to die with and for 
Christ, but before morning, a long way 
off, fighting denying, cursing and swear- 
ing. “Ah!” but many say, “that was be- 
fore Pentecost.” Yes; that it is true, but 
J am afraid the same thing has taken 
place in many lives since Pentecost. Pau] 
had no fear of being lost, but he did 
fear Jest after haying preached to others 
he might “become a castaway,” or laid 
aside, and another be put in his place. 

Do you not know of any of this kind? 
Why, my heart is made sad again and 
again, as I go up and down the country 
and see the shores strewed with wrecks, 
men and women stranded and uscless, 
once in fellowship with us, mighty for 
God; but through disobedience or false 
teaching, they have become castaways. 
Oh, my dear hearers, “Where art thou?” 

Are you anxious and desirous for an 
unsaved husband, son or daughter. Los- 
sibly you will have to answer the ques- 
tion before God will grant your desire, in 
their salvation. 

You remember the story of the Syro- 
phenician woman who came to Jesus for 
her daughter. She besought Christ to 
cast the devil out of her child; but He 
never answered her. She then went to 
His disciples and had them use their in- 
fluence with Christ, but this brought her 
no relief. Jesus said to them: “I am not 
sent but to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel;” but this woman did not give up. 
She came to her Lord again, but this time 
she is not coming for her daughter, she 
hasbeenexamining herown heart and me- 
thinks I hear her saying: “Why, I have 
been seeking for my child and { am not 
right myself.” And she “fell at His feet 
and worshipped Wim, saying, Lord, help 
me,” And He did help her and the same 
hour her daughter was made whole! Be- 
loved, “Where art thou?” 

I know a dear Christian sister who for 
twenty-five years lived with an unsaved 
husband, and some time ago she gave 


herself up to God in fullest consecration, 


Some of us who are here today will ney- 
er forget that afternoon when she cried 
ont: “I give Thee all, Lord, I give Thee 
all, Lord, 1 would doe better if T could.” 
Tlow mightily the Spirit fell upon all 
present as she thus prayed; but here is 
the point I wish to impress: that night in 
the convention her husband gave him- 
self to Christ. Oh! “Where art thou?” 

Tet us now consider the second ques- 
tion. 

WHAT IS THIS THOU HAST DONE. 

The first question has a strong bearing 
on the second one. What we do, depends 
largely upon where we are. T believe 


that Eve would never have been overcome 
if she had kept close up to Adam, her 
head. At any rate I am sure we never 
can be defeated by the devil if we keep 
close up to our Head. Peter was all right 
up close to Jesus; but “afar off’ he was 
an open target for Satan. 

Now we know that as far as the be- 
liever is concerned there is no judgment 
for sin, thank God, in Christ that is past 
forever (John v. 24). 

But it is none the less true that “we 
must aj] appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ, that everyone may receive the 
things done in his body, according to 
what he hath done.” 

“Every one of us shall give account of 
himself to God.” 

“And the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it is. Tf any man’s 
work abide, he shali receive a reward. 
If any man’s work shall be burned he 
shall suffer loss, yet he himself shall be 
saved; yet so as by fire.” Yes, some day 
Iie will point to the results of our Chris- 
tian lives and ask, “What is this that 
thou hast done!” 

God forbid that you should stand be- 
fore Ilim, in any sense guilty of the loss 
of your husband, or your boy or girl. God 
forbid that any of us as a Sunday school 
teacher should be guilty of the loss of 
our class. Ah! I fear many will be charge- 
able on this point. God gave us the boys 
and girls to lead to Himself and we 
taught them history, geography, etc, and 
they slipped throvgh our fingers, and 
have gone to the devil. Yes, methinks as 
He points to a lost husband, He may say 
to the inconsistent wife: “What is this 
that thou hast done?” pointing to the lost 
boy or girl He may say to the unconse- 
crated mother: “What js this that thou 
hast done?” and as He looks upon the 
lost Sunday school class, He may say to 
ihe unfaithful teacher: “What is this 
that thou hast done?” We are either 
drawing to or repelling souls from Christ. 

Not long ago I knelt at an altar by the 
side of a seeking sinner, and asked her 
what brought her there. She replied, 
“My sister’s life has brought me sin,” 
and I cannot help thinking that if the 
real Christ-life was lived by us more sis- 
ters and brothers would be there. 

Not far from this place during some 
special services a woman came forward 
to consecrate herself fully to Christ. The 
Lord blessed her and filled her with His 
own presence. The leader of these ser- 
vices asked about her husband. “Oh,” 
she said, “he is an infidel and cares for 
none of these things, and I have long 
since given up praying for him.” 

Some few days later the preacher was 
moved to go and see this man. He met 
him just coming out of his home and 
asked the privilege of an interview. With- 
out a word the gentleman motioned him 
into the drawing-room and pulling his 
chair close up to the minister he said: 
“My wife does not know one word of what 
I am going to tell you. I have watched 
her for five years and [ could see nothing 
that impressed me as to her Christianity. 
She has been unhappy, discontented and 
selfish: but sir, this last seven days she 
has been more like one from another 
world; and I can’t stand her happy face.” 
And before the preacher could utter 4

word he was on his knees sobbing before 
the Lord, Ob! what are we doing? Let 
us ask ourselves the question before the 
fatal deed is done, 


WHERE 18 ABEL, THY BROTHER? 


One of the best tests as to where we 
are, is our conduct toward our brother. 
Sometimes we scem lost in trying to ex- 
press our love for God; but, beloved, I 
have found a method of testing it. : 

If I understand John’s epistle, then J 
do not love God one whit more than I 
love my brother. “For he that loveth 
not his brother whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he hath not seen?” 
Yes, God is taking note of how we treat 
men, as much ag of our prayers to Him. 
“Therefore if thou bring My gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee, leave 
there thy gift before the altar and go thy 
way; first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy gift.” 

It is quite probable that herein lies the 
reason why some people are ever conse- 
crating and offering themselves to God 
and yet Hig seal is not placed upon their 
offering. Now, dear seeker, “Where is 
Abel, thy brother?” If you have injured 
him God has a mark upon you and noth- 
ing will go right until you have done the 
right, 

Some little time ago I was conducting 
some services in a little western Canad- 
ian town, and at the close of one evening 
service, when J had speaking on this line, 
a business man asked me to walk up « 
side street with him, as he wished to un- 
burden his heart to me. He said: “God 
has touched my heart tonight. I have 
been an official in the church for some 
years, but I have never had victory in my 
life, and I have been troubled over some- 
thing that happened some years ago, 
When f was a young man [ found some 
money that belonged to another man and 
I kept it. I knew whose it was, and that 
I should return it; but 1 did not do go and 
all these years, every now and then, it 
has troubled me. What must I do?” 
“Well,” I said, “my brother, you must 
confess it to him, and pay it back.” “Oh,” 
he said, “think of the disgrace of it, me 
a business man what would people think! 
T don’t mind the money; but its the 
shame of the thing.” Of course, I could 
only urge him to honor God, and assured 
him that if he did so God would honor 
him. 

Some few months afier I attended a 
large meeting in Toronto, and I saw the 
man on the opposite side of the cuhrch 
and 1 knew the moment | canght his eye 
that he had cructfied the flesh and was 
enjoying victory. As soon as the service 
was over, he came rushing up to me and 
said, “Oh! brother Philpott, 1 wrote him 
and confessed and paid back the money, 
and received such a nice letter from him; 
and I am just living in heaven ever 
since.” Here is the key that will unlock 
the storehouse of richest blessing to 
many. 

Then again, do you ever stop to think 
that that poor outeast is thy brother? 
that’s he that staggers past the house ev- 
ery Saturday night; thai’s he covered 
with dirt and blood, half senseless lying 


in the gutter. Yes, he is unclean and 


wicked; but have you ever tried to make 
him anything else? Has he given you one 
anxious thought? Hear him waiting out 
yonder in heathen darkness, stretching 
out his arms for help. Do you care? 
Have you ever shed one tear over him? 
Oh, men and women, answer this ques- 
tion to God: “Where is Abel, thy broth- 
er?” 

When we are aroused as to our duty 
towards our brother, the large mission. 
ary offering of Old Orchard last year will 
be but a trifle. There will surely be ac- 
tion on our part. We will neither spare 
ourselves or our money in order to save 
him. 

In one of the large cities in the old 
land some years ago, a great wall caved 
in on a number of men who were exca- 
vating by its side, and immediately a 
great crowd gathered and stood looking 
upon a number of men who were lifting 
and digging with desperate earnestness 
to free those poor fellows. Among the 
number of onlookers was a big man, 
standing with his arms folded, when 
some one touched him and said: “Rill, 
do you know that your brother is down 
there?” In an instant he was toiling 
with the rescuers, and it seems to me 
that some of us need a touch as to our 
relation to the heathen world. May God 
give us a vision of these poor, struggling 
millions, dying for what we have got, 
and may freely give! May we, as never 
before, realize our brother is down there!

en in all our mission stations during the 
past year, is surely our greatest enconr- 
agement. The membership of our mis- 
sion churches in most of the fields has 
doubled during the year and even larger 
numbers are still preparing for baptism. 
The tree so patiently planted and watered 
is now beginning to bear much fruit and 
we “thank God and take courage.” 

8. In our own missions especially, we 
have much cause to thank God for a large 
increase in our native evangelists. fy 
the Congo mission we have now twice as 
many natives as foreigners directly en- 
gaged in the work, and in some stations 
the native evangelists have exclusive 
charge of the work, and are carrying it 
on with marked success. Ht is a slow and 
difficult process to obiain good native 
workers as they have to be raised up from 
among our own converts, but God is at 
jength giving (lem to us in something 
like adequate numbers and already near- 
ly two hundred natives are co-operating 
with our own missionaries in carrying 
the Gospel to their various peoples. This 
is the only permanent solution of the mis- 
sionary problem. Let us “pray the Lord 
of the harvest to thrust forth” many of 
these laborers into His harvest and raise 
up thousands and tens of thousands of 
Spirit-filled natives to carry to comple- 
tion, the evangelism which we can only 
begin, until every tribe and tongue shall 
hear the story of Christ and His salva- 
tion. 

And so, beloved, as we look at these 
two armies of divine co-operation, the 
providence of God and the forces that 
His Holy Spirit is marshalling, Jet us 
“thank God and take courage,” and press 
on to larger faith, nobler sacrifice, and 
bolder achievement in giving the Gospe} 
“as a witness to all nations and then shall 
the end come.” : peers 
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Qur Weekly Text.

A Timely Missionary Testimony. 


The following letter has been sent by 
one of our returned missionaries to the 
New York Independant and we have been 
permitted to copy it. It will furnish in- 
teresting reading to those who do not be- 
lieve that a missionary can live com- 
fortably in Central China for three hun- 
dred dollars. 


Davenport, Iowa, Aug. 4, 1899. 


Editor Independent, New York, N. Y. 

Dear Sir: Noticing the editorials in 
your magazine for the months of (I be- 
lieve} June and July in reference to the 
Christian Alliance of New York under 
the direction of Rev. A. B. Simpson, I 
desire to make a statement, which is 
made of my own free will. 

ist. I was a missionary under the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance for a 
period of six years, five of these being 
spent in Central China. 

2nd. That I am not at the present time 
in any official connection with the Alli- 
ance, my position being that of good will 
only as a gencral member of the Society. 

When I first went to China under the 
Alliance (1892) the allawance for each 
missionary was $400.00. This was for 
personal expenses and did not include 
rent, traveling expenses, etc., which were 
provided for by the Society. The pur- 
pose and intent of the Alliance was to 
pay only the expenses of its missionaries 
and after a residence there, as near as T 
can now remember of six to seven 
months, I wrote to Mr. Simpson asking 
that my allowance be cut down to $300 
per year, as I found that sum was suffi- 
ecient to maintain a missionary in the 
ficld. Soon after this letter my allowance 
was ent to $300, the other members of 
the Socicty receiving $400 for some little 
time after, when the allowances of all 
the missionaries of that field were cut to 
$300. Mr, Simpson in his visit to China 
in 1893, during the conference, brought 
up the subject of allowances and it was 
almost the unanimous vote of the mis- 
sionaries then in the field that the al- 
lowance be put at $300 per year. T be- 
lieve that it was also decided at this con- 
ference that the missionaries pay their 
own expenses of traveling in their own 
immediate territory in carrying on their 
work, but trips to be made outside of 
this immediate territory, taken with the 
consent of the Superintendent was to be 
made at the expense of the Society, 
which was done in all cases as far as the 
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writer knows. So that the rate of $300 
was not made in New York by the Alli- 
ance but by the missionaries themselves 
then in the field in Central China. It be- 
ing considered that they having actually 
lived there were better capable to judge 
in the matter. 

Now I wish to state what $300 would 
and did do in China as far as the writer 
is concerned, and his experience is that 
of many others. 

I always employed two servants and 
their salaries including my living expens- 
es averaged from $8.00 to $10.00 per 
month. At our receiving home in Wuhu 
it was always $8.00 a month. I paid for 
a teacher $3.00 a month. Teachers for 
schools and evangelists were paid for by 
the Society. I also supported two boys 
at school and employed one to three na- 
tive evangelisis myself. All on an al- 
lowance of $300 a year. 

The following is a list of foods from 
which we could pick our choice during 
the various seasons: 

Beef, mutton, pork, geese, ducks, 
pheasants, venison, fowls and fish. Of 
fruits, peaches, oranges, persimmons, 
pomegranates, pumelces, pears, native 
lemons, bananasand several native fruits. 
Various native vegetables, rice, cornmeal, 
cracked wheat, etc. Of canned goods, 
milk, butter, cocoa, coffee, beef, salmon, 
corn, tomatoes, canned fruits, jams and 
dried fruits, ete. 

When traveling I always ate the very 
best of native foods that I could get. My 
hotel bills averaged from 6c. to 8c, a day. 
Chair-coolies (two of them) 25c. a day, 
and baggage coolie 10c. a day. 

The rent of the house as a residence 
and mission was $3.00 a month. Ti was 
considered a very good house by the peo- 
ple and we paid more than a native would 
have paid for the same premises. Rents 
ran all the way from $2.00 to $10.00 a 
month according to the willingness of the 
Chinese to rent to foreigners. 

IT wish to make a statement in regard 
to the Alliance work in North China 
which is carried on by the Swedes. The 
statement was made that they were al- 
lowed $200.00 a year and had to pay their 
rents out this, etc. To my personal know- 
ledge, acquired in China, the Swedish 
missionaries where they paid their rents 
it was of (heir own free will, stating that 
their allowances were sufficient and that 
they desired to do so. 

I wish further to state that there is a 
Socicty in China that have over 700 mis- 
sionarias, whose allowances I understand 
from their own missionaries, seldom ay- 
erage over $200 4 year, no matter what 
part of the country they may live in; 
while the allowance for Alliance mission- 
aries is $300 for South and Centra} Chi- 
na and $200 for the Swedish mission in 
the North of China,

POWER THROUGH THE SP)R- 
IT. 
Zech, jy, 1-14, 


Golden Text.—‘‘Not by might, nor 
by power, but by My Spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts’ (Zech. iv. 6). 


INTRODUCTION, 


Haggai and Zechariah were con- 
temporary prophets. Their date ap- 
proximately was B.C. 520-518. Of 
neither prophet is much known in 
the way of personal history. The 
ministry of both was used of Jehov- 
ah to comfort the people and to 
strengthen the hands of Joshua, the 
high priest and Zerubbabel in the 
work of rebuilding the temple. Ze- 
chariah was the son of Berechiah 
and the grandson of Iddo, the head 
of one of the courses of the priests 
(Neh. xii. 4, 7). Zechariah, who be- 
came his successor (Neh. xil. 16), 
was thus of priestly rank as well as 
a prophet. He was probably born 
in Babylon, and went to Judea 
when a youth, with Joshua and Ze- 
yubbabel. The book of Zechariah 
js composite in character. In the 
first six chapters a series of elght 
yisions is recorded. They were all 
received on the night of “the four 
and twentieth day of the eleventh 
month,” in the third year of Darius, 
or March, B.C, 519. While differ- 
ent in imagery these symbolic vis- 
jons were intended to encourage 
Zerubbabel in his difficult and dis- 
couraging work. The result is re- 
corded in Ezra yi. 14, where we are 
told that the people “prospered 
through the prophecying.” Chap- 
ters seven and eight are taken up 
with specific questions concerning 
fastings and feasts, intermingled 
with warning and commands. The 
remaining chapters ix. xiv., contain 
an outline history of the Jewish 
people and of the Church till the 
millennial age, in which reference 
to the first and second coming of 
Christ are blended. Zechariah con- 
tinued to prophecy for about two 
years (vii. 1). 

Our lesson ig the fifth of the ser. 
fes of visions, received by Zecha- 
riah in chapters i-vi. As the vis- 
ton and its interpretation are blend- 
ed in the chapter, we shall treat 
the two parts separately without 
reference to the order of verses. 


I, The vision of the candlestick 
amid the two Olive trees, 


On being awakened suddenly 
from sleep Zechariah beheld in a 
vision a seven-branched golden 
candlestick or candlelabra, similar 
perhans, to the ane in the taberna- 
ele or the temple with which as a 
priest he was familiar. Surmount- 
ing the candlestick was a golden 
bow! or reservoir for off from which 
the sevenfold lamp was fed. On 
each side of the candlestick was a 
growing olive tree, connected with 
the reservoir by a branch, or arm. 
As the two trees ripened their ol- 
ive-fruit, the oi! flowed through the 
eonnecting branches into the gold- 
en bow! from which the lights of 
the sevenfold candlestick were re- 
plenished, This, in brief, was the 
vision. As the prophet gazed at 
the strangely-beautiful and fasci- 
nating picture he must have notic- 
ed that there was no light save 
what the candlestick gave. There 
was no human agency or mechan- 
ism by which the lamps were main- 
tained. There was no priest, no 
oil-can, no snuffers, Steadily the 
lights burned, regularly the oil was 
fed, constantly the reservoir was 
full, continually the trees ripened 
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their fruit. The whole process in 
jts action was silent, unintermit- 
tant, perpetual, sustained by un- 
seen forces and originated by divine 
sources, What did it all mean? 


II. Interpretation of the vision. 

There are three commonly-accept- 
ed applications of the vision: one 
the primary, literal and historic in- 
terpretation, and the others second- 
ary and spiritual expositions. Be- 
fore taking up and briefly explain- 
ing these, we may say by way of 
preface that verse six, the golden 
text, is the key to the meaning of 
the vision. For the ange) states: 
‘This is the word of the Lord unto 
Zerubbabel, saying, Not by might 
nor by power, but by My Spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” The pur- 
pose of the vision, then, is to show 
the futility of mechanical or human 
energy, and the necessity in the 
worship and service of God of the 
power of the Holy Spirit. 

1. The historic interpretation. 

It is not difficult to identify the 
various features of the vision with 
the historic situation at the time 
the prophet received it. The seven- 
fold candlestick represented the un- 
finished temple, in the rebuilding 
of which the people were engaged. 
The two olive trees were Zerubba- 
bel and Joshua, representing the 
kingly and the priestly offices, who 
as the “two sons of oil” (v. 14) had 
been anointed by the Holy Ghost 
to undertake and bring to comple- 
tion the great work of rebuilding 
the temple. It is true that Zerub- 
babel alone is mentioned, but Jos- 
hua was closely identified with him 
in the task. “The hands of Zerub- 
babel have laid the foundation of 
this house; and his hands shall al- 
so finish it” (v. 9). The Samari- 
tans were trying to overthrow. In- 
triguers at the Persian court were 
aiding them, The Jewish remnant 
were few in numbers, feeble and 
poverty-stricken, and withal thor- 
oughly discouraged because of the 
magnitude of the work. Thus they 
were utterly unable to cope with 
their enemies with any hope of suc- 
cess. The vision comforted and en- 
couraged them, It taught them that 
their resources of defence and of 
offence were divine; that God 
would fight for them, and that 
there was no doubt of final success. 
Such is the meaning of many ex- 
pressions in the chapter, for exam- 
ple: “and be (Zerubbabel) shall 
bring forth the head stone (i.e., the 
crowning work) with shoutings of 
grace, grace unto it” (v. 7). “Who 
art thou, O great mountain (the op- 
position of enemies, difficulties of 
the work, etc.) before Zerubbabel 
thon shalt become a plain” (i.e., 
overcome, conquered, y. 7). Again, 
in the eyes of some, Zerubbabel may 
have been highly esteemed because 
he was not as great as Solomon 
who built the former temple; so the 
promise came, “For who hath de- 
spised the day of smail things? for 
they shall rejoice, and shall see the 
plummet (ie, the symbol of the 
master-builder) in the hand of Zer- 
ubbabel” v. 10). 

2. The spiritual application to 
the church. 

In making the spiritual applica- 


tion of Zechariah’s vision some con- 
fusion has arisen in many minds as 
to the true meaning of its various 
parts. The candlestick without 
doubt represents the Church (see 
Phil. ii, 5; Matt. v. 14; Rev. i. 20). 
The seven-branched  canatestick 
symbolizes its completeness—per- 
haps, a8 some one has suggested 
—its “multiplicity in unity.” What 
the two olive trees represent has 
given rise to great divergence of 
opinion. Some of the interpreta- 
tions suggested are the following: 

a. The church and the state, the 
ecclesiastical and the civil power. 

b. The Jews and the Gentiles. 

e. The law and the Gospel. 

d. Christ and the Holy Spirit. 

e. The regal and the kingly offic- 
es of Christ. 

It would seem that the last two 
interpretations come pretty close 
to the truth. In fact, either one 
may be correct. In a Scriptural 
and vital sense the Church is con- 
erete with Christ through the Holy 
Spirit. We have two advocates, one 
on the throne of God, the other in 
our hearts. Certainly the Church 
draws its nourishment from its ris- 
en Lord through the Holy Ghost 
just as the candlestick was fed 
from the growing olive trees. 

Again, if the historical interpre- 
tation is any guide (and it should 
be), then the two trees would seem 
to represent the Lord Jesus Christ 
in His regal and priestly offices. 
For, Zerubbabel and Joshua, whom 
the olive trees primarily stand for, 
were, respectively, of royal and of 
priestly rank; and Christ sums up 
in Himself the prophetic, the priest- 
ly and the kingly offices of the Old 
Testament. The spiritual teaching 
will be found under IV. below. 

8. The twofold application of the 
yision to the Church and the believ- 
er might have been presented to- 
gether, but clearness of treatment 
suggested their separation. Here, 
then, the candlestick stands for the 
believer. For, whatever is true of 
the body of Christ is true also of ev- 
ery member of the body. The two 
olive trees represent either Christ 
and the Holy Spirit, or Christ Him- 
self in His regal and priestly offices. 
The believer is united to His risen 
Head and is sustained and nourish- 
ed by living union with Him. Some 
writers have attempted to identify 
the two connecting rods or branch- 
es with appropriate spiritual agen- 
eies or exercises; such as, faith 
and works, prayer and watching, 
asking and receiving, etc.; but, 
while these are suggestive and 
doubtless helpful, it is always more 
or less fanciful to press minor de- 
tails too far. Attention should be 
directed to the main feaures of a 
parable or vision, and not diverted 
to minute and non-essential points, 


IV. Practical teaching points. 


The spiritual application of the 
vision fairly teems with teaching 
points. The following, set down 
without any special reference to or- 
der, may be taken as suggestive of 
others. 

1. The union of the believer with 
Christ is not mechanical, but vital. 
Jt is organic. It is not external, but 
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internal; not materia}, but spirit- 
ual. This unton is established by 
regeneration and maintained by 
abiding in Christ. It is permanent, 
enduring even unto eternity. “We 
are members of His body, of His 
flesh and of His bones.” 

2, The believer has a derived life; 
it comes through the Holy Ghost 
from the risen Christ. 

8. The believer has no reserve life 
in himself, but is constantly depen- 
dent on Christ. The Christian can- 
not get enough grace in his life on 
Sunday to last him all through the 
week. He must come day by day 
and receive from our heavenly 
Father the manna. 

4, Abiding in Christ should be 
constant and not intermittant. The 
oil was fed to the lamp regularly 
and continuously from the trees. 

5. The believer can get from 
Christ just as much as he can use of 
divine life and no more, The prom- 
ise is, “My God shall supply all 
your need,” not wishes or desires, 

6. The Christian life should al- 
ways be fresh and new. Christ does 
not feed us on stale manna. His 
mercies are fresh every morning 
and every evening. This is why 
the Lord wishes us to keep coming 
to Him every day and every hour. 
He keeps us on short rations, so 
taht we shall be dependent on Him. 

7. Our life in Christ should be 
spontaneous and springing. The 
Lord does not want us to be Hike a 
pump that needs priming, but like 
an artesian well. David sang, “All 
my springs are in Thee.” 

8. The believer is safe in the ghel- 
tering protection of the Lord. We 
are a part of Him and He of us. 
The branch needs the vine and vine 
the branch. 

9, The great lesson of the vision 
is power through the Spirit. The 
defense of the Church and the be- 
liever against the world, the ftesh 
and the devil is not in material 
forces and weapons, but in the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost. Not the pow- 
er of organizations, or the might 
of army, not the energy of the flesh, 
or the restraint of personal will; 
but the divine power of the Living 
God acting through the Holy Ghost. 
All else is lifeless form. Christ 
said, “Without Me ye can do noth- 
ing.”

God blessed him and we are 
sure will bless his pennies to the 
saving of some little baby girl in 
China. Some of the boys earned 
money by picking berries and cut- 
ting wood for their mothers. 

The Children’s Day came, and 
all collections were made. We are 
Pleased to say that over $125.00 was 
the result, for which we thank the 
Lord, not only for the gift of mon- 
ey, but for the teaching of prayer 
and testimony to the dear little 
ones.

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LETTER FROM CHINA. 


Miss Margaret Quinn writes from 
Han Shan Hsien, China to the child- 
ren of the Alliance: 

My dear young friends: I’ve been 
thinking of the “King’s Lilies” a 
good deal lately. You see their fra- 
grance reaches a long way. And I 
want to make you acquainted with 
some very bright boys in Han Shan, 
China. They are not “Lilies” yet, 
but I believe there are some promis- 
ing bulbs amongst them, and when 
watered and cared for will produce 
by_and by beautiful blossoms. 

These bulbs are kept in a little 
school, at the back of our premises, 
during the day, and as I write [ 
hear them busily learning their les- 
sons. You know the harder they 
shout the more they please their 
teacher, and it is very funny to see 
them dancing and yelling at the top 
of their voices. Some are beginning 
to read and they yell “Tuh tsi,” 
“Shih,” “tsi,” “pah-tsi.’  “Tsi” 
means a word or character, a8 each 
of these queer marks are called. 
Others farther on are memorizing 
their portion for the day, for they 
must be able to recite the whole 
book before it is “learnt.” And so 
they scream and jump andT havean 
increasing respect for their ability; 
for I know that under such cir- 
cumstances I would never learn any 
thing! After a little they will be- 
gin writing. 

Just now they are learning all the 
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characters in Matthew’s Gospel. It 
takes a long time to get them all 
as there are 1,429 fn the book of 
Matthew alone, and over 2,300 alto- 
gether in the New Testament. Per- 
haps this will help you to pray for 
the missionaries, too, who find it a 
tedious task to learn to read so 
many new words and ever so many 
more beside. 

On Saturday afternoon the child- 
ren are examined, and they are giv- 
en a standing for a week according 
to merit, the teacher deciding. 
There are three points, considered 
separately, reading, writing, and 
conduct, and a bulletin is made out 
and posted up on the wall. There 
is great excitement to know who 
stands first on each point. 

In the afternoon I go out to them, 
and have a little service. They read 
a few verses which they have pre- 
pared (in Matthew just now), then 
it is explained and questions asked. 
One verse is chosen, each day and 
committed to memory. Then we 
song and have prayers. Sometimes 
I let some of the wee ones, choose a 
hymn, and they nearly always want 
“San-shih ts’ih. Chu pih tsai lai,” 
59. “When He cometh.” TI think 
they are learning to sing very nice- 
ly. T have taught them “do- ra- me, 
ete.” and they know a great many 
hymns by heart. We generally com- 
mit one new hymn to memory each 
week. They are very fond of sing- 
ing, and I love to hear them, and I 
think it is very sweet music to Je- 
sus’ ears. I often tell them that no 
where else for miles and miles, are 
there any to sing God’s praises. So 
they must sing well. Tt pleases 
them to remind them on Sundays 
that all over the world little child- 
Ten are singing praises to Jesus. 

On Sundays we have a Sunday 
School, and I try and make this a 
little different from other days. 
Have more singing and use illustra- 
tions, which they understand, and 
enjoy. I often wish I could write 
on a blackboard, but still mission- 
aries get clever at devising plans 
and God helps me wonderfully with 
my few words for you know I have 
not been long in China. 

I must tell you that each Sunday 
each child is given a written text, 
and when they have four they bring 
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them to me, recite their verses, and 
I give them a pretty card, which 
they are very delighted with if it is 
clean and pretty. One boy was very 
hurt one Sunday because his had 
some pencil marks on the back that 
I did not notice. So you will remem- 
ber this when saving your pretty 
cards, and keep them clean and un- 
broken. The cards are very useful 
in other ways as we have texts of 
Scripture written on them and give 
them away, old and young want 
them and we often could use many 
more than we can get. 

When the children came to school 
most of them were very dirty and 
untidy, now they are trying hard to 
keep faces and hands clean and of- 
ten run to show me that their hands 
are clean. 

They are just like children at 
home, affectionate, mischievous, and 
sometimes very naughty. Quick to 
get angry and not accustomed to 
restrain their tempers. They nearly 
all come from idolatrous homes, and 
get no help there. 

I would like to tell you of some 
of the little boys specially, but I 
know little folks don’t like long let-’ 
ters. And then you can’t remem- 
ber their names. Little I-Sheun, the 
teacher’s son, is a very dear, well- 
behaved child, about eight years 
old. He can repeat, as well as the 
older ones, all the names of the 
books of both the Old and the New 
Testaments, the beatitudes, cate- 
chism, and many hymns and verses. 
Tam sure you will pray for him. If 
he grew up a Christian man, he 
would be a very useful one. Then 
there Uei-Suy, whose father is in 
inquirer, and who is giving up op- 
ium. This boy is such a pretty, 
bright, naughty child, I wish you 
could see him with me, gathering 
wild flowers, 

The children love to walk out into 
the country with us. Uel-Seng wears 
bright green or blue pants, white 
(when it is clean) jacket, faced with 
blue, red girdle, white socks and 
black shoes. When his hands are 
filled with pretty yellow flowers, 
and his eyes sparkling, as he chat- 
ters, and laughs, he ts truly a beau- 
tiful picture and good to see. But 
his heart is not changed, so will you 
not pray for him and the other 
twelve or thirteen school boys, that 
God may make them His very own 
children? 

I know two or three very dear 
little girls, too, whom I am praying 
for, but I cannot write about them 
today, perhaps I will again.

Im collecting the material for this 
report we find the Lord has balan- 
ced His mercies and His lessons. 
The work has been more prosperous 
than we had expected as wefelt that 
the first year, would be the hardest 
time for the work. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian 
church accepted the work because it 
seemed to be an open door from the 
Lord and although it seemed a great 
burden, still it is a great privilege, 
We feel assured that God who de- 
lights to take the weak things, is 
able to make all things abound so 
that His own work may prosper. 
We look to Him alone to overcome 
all difficulties and tomake the Delia 
Collins Home a great blessing to 
those who need its care. 

The President of the Board of 
Directors was appointed to visit the 
woman's societies of the other 
churches in Fort Worth and the 
cordial greeting, the hearty welcome 
and sweet Christian courtesy ex- 
tended to her as something beauti- 
fol to behold. With one accord 
they said, “We are ready to help in 
the great work with our prayers, 
our labor and our money.” Many 
have already made free will offer- 
ings. 

The reports submitted by the var- 
jous committees were encouraging 
indeed. The Gospe] committee re- 
ported fifteen services held during 
April and May. Sunday schoel ser- 
vices six. Of the seventeen girls in 
the Home fifteen profess conversion. 
The flower committee reported en- 
couragingly of its work. Plants, 
shrubs, etc.,have been in such quan- 
titles ag to fii) the space alloted to 
flower culture and the grounds in 
front of the cottages are all abloom 
now. 

The industrial committee is mak- 
ing fine progress. This committee 
tas a wide field to develop and it 
has commenced its work well. It 
has on foot the erection of a laun- 
dry in the H« me and the plan adopt 
ed shows that it is to be in every 
particular an up to date laundry. 

The purpose of this committee ig 
to assist in making the home self- 
sustaining at least in part. 

The treasurer‘s report shows the 
amount received during the quarter 
to be $297.43 and the expenditures 
$297.16. In this amount is included 
the liberal contributions from Tex- 
arkana, Denton, Austin and George. 
town. And we wish to assure these 
societies that we fully appreciate 
their assistance. We feel sure that 
their hearts are in the work and 
that they pray for its success. We 
hope they will continue their help 
as they have done so long. 

During the quarter, nine girls 
havecomeinto the Home. Four have 
gone out to work and returned to 
the Home. Ten have left the Home 
and are still at work. Gne gfrl has 
returned to her mother and one has 
left of her own accord. We are 


. sorry to tell of the deaths during 


this three months, perhaps it has 
never been larger in any similar 
period—there have been seven, six 
children and one aduit, Hot weath- 
er together with the prevalence of 
an epidemic at the teething time 
with many of them took the little 
innocents away. At present there 
are seventeen girls in the Home. 
We desire to make this institution 
an exponent of the love of Jesus for 
the fallen and the center toward 
which many Christian hearts look 
continually in their desire to render 
a Christ-like service. We shail 
strive in its management to work 
and act in every way to secure the 
confidence and command the res- 
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peet of all, We want to do all in 
His name and for His glory. 
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THE BRADFORD CONVENTION. 


It is with a spirit of deep humility 
and of real earnest gratitude to God 
that we submit this report of the 
Pennsylvania State Convention 
which has just closed a ten days 
session at Bradford, McKean Co. 

The state being so large and the 
work of the organization so new,it 
has been found very difficult for 
those in charge to fix upon a center 
for the Annual Conventon that 
would be sufficently convenient for 
the people from the various sections 
of the state, so in their extremity 
they were cast entirely upon the 
Lord to seek His guidance in this 
important matter. 

And He “Who is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working”

We ave two Sabbath schools with 
an average attendance of 125. Ev- 
ery Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance ought to have a Sabbath 
school so that their children can be 
instructed in the blessed Fourfold 
Gospel, and when they grow up, 
and give themselves to Christ, they 
shall know the truth and the truth 
shall make them free. I love the 
Fourfold Gospel and I want my 
children to have the same teaching. 
They will be our teachers and mis- 
sionaries by and by if the Lord Je- 
sus should not come soon, let us 
give the truth to the children. Pray 
for them, 

Last year we were asked to 
pledge $250, for missions. It look- 
ed like a large sum for the little 
flock to give as we are all poor 
workingmen and women, and a few 
washer-women. We have a rich 
Father, and we began to pray for 
the faith of God to take $250 and 
more at the end of the year. He 
gave us $660—four hundred in cash 
and two hundred and sixty dollars 
in pledges. It is just like Him, He 
always gives more than we ask. 
Phil. iv, 19, “He is my God, and He 
shall supply all the needs of His 
own work,” and the work of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance 
is the work of God. Let us be 
true. 

Mr. H, L. Walton, State Treasur- 
er, said: What I shall say of the 
work in Philadelphia, must be my 
personal impressions of it, rather 
than anything of official report. 

We have a very precious work in 
that many hearts are being reach- 
ed, and blessed, many homes infiu- 
enced, and into many churches the 
blessed truths taught in such ful- 
ness, and yet In such sweet humil- 
ity by our dear Alliance, have 
found an entrance, and precious, 
abiding fruit is being borne to the 
glory of Jesus. 

Looking at it from one point of 
view, the work might not seem to 
have grown as rapidly as we would 
think it ghould have done, but there 
has been a decided growth, though 
possibly not very apparent to the 
natural eye, nor very gratifying to 
the flesh; I refer to the growth 
downward, to the becoming root- 
ed and grounded, sinking out of 
self into God. As I look over the 
field I can see much of this kind 
of growth, individual lives that 
have been wonderfully blessed, and 
transformed, as the blessed Holy 
Spirit has applied the truth im- 
parted to them in our Alliance 
meetings. It is reason for great 
gratitude to our dear Lord that 
He permits us to give to so many 
weary, hungry hearts, a full Gos- 
pel, to make known to them the 
precious truth that Jesus is suffi- 
cient for every need, for spirit, soul 
and body.

We have meetings at the “Home,”

meetings in different parts of the 
city, where the truths we stand for 
are faithfully taught, and so the 
city is being permeated, and I am 
expecting to see, probably before 
long, an outbreak of intense earn- 
estness that shall mean much for 
the cause we love, 

There is another phase of the 














work of which I know very little, 
but the littie I know leads me to 
say with a great deal of emphasis 
that God is greatly blessing it, I 
mean the personal work, the heart 
to heart work. 

1 do most heartily thank God for 
the ministrations of the dear Alli- 
ance people, during the severest 
testing that ever has come, and 
probably ever will come intc my 
life. God alone knows how much 
has been done to the glory of His 
name in this way. 

Our All-day meetings are marked 
with very definite manifestations 
of the presence and power of God, 
and are seasons of great blessing 
and spiritual uplift to very many 
hearts and lives. 

Having no place of our own 
large enough in which to hold the 
all-day meetings, they are held in 
different churches that are gener- 
sesly and sweetly offered to us 
from time to time, but we are look- 
ing to God for a permanent place, 
and I believe He will give us some- 
thing definite very soon. 

And so while “there remaineth 
yet much land to be possessed,” we 
praise God for what He has permit- 
ted us to take in the name and for 
the glory of Jesus, and trust Him 
for greater victories still, and that 
He will Keep us very humble. 

While ovr beloved Superinten- 
dent and wife have been absent, 
visiting the Eastern part of their 
parish, their places have been 
sweetiy and effectively filled by 
sisters Emma and Ella Bird, whom 
God has used in a very definite 
way, and who have made a warm 
place in the hearts of all our peo- 
ple; many of us have been asking 
the Lord if He might not permit 
them to stay with us permanently. 

‘We greatly need more workers, 
the field is entirely too large for 
our superintendent to attend to in 
addition to his State work, and I 
believe the time is ripe for enlarg- 
ing, and that in another year we 
will have much to report of pro- 
gress. 

One more thought I desire to em- 
phasize. Since coming to this con- 
vention I heard three persons 
speak of having received great 
blessing through the Alliance, but 
they were not members; three 
years ago at Harrisburg I happen- 
ed to make a similar remark to one 
of our workers, and he told me I 
ought to get into the magic circle, 
that there was among the Alliance 
members a circle of prayer far each 
other, and that by getting into that 
cirele [ would experience increas- 
ed blessing; 1 acted upon his ad- 
vice and found his words very true.

He spoke of Reading, Pa., as be- 
ing much blessed of God, of Allen- 
town and Lancaster, and that from 
that section there had gone out 
about fourteen missionaries both 
home and abroad. He spoke of con- 
tinued blessing in Tyrone. 

Miss Olsson spoke of the work in 
Altoona as being in sweetest unity 
and fellowship. She spoke partic- 
ularly of a elass of young ladies 
who were being much blessed in 
service. The open-air meetings 
were also particularly blessed of 
God. 

Rev. C. D. Sawtelle spoke of the 
work in Coalport being a circuit 
work, as the Coalport people have 
twelve preachers for about sixteen 
hundred people.

Mr. Bailey just newly located at 
Corry, Pa., told of the fulfillment 
of God’s promises in that city. That 
much prejudice had been melted 
away, the Lord has been deeply 
working and that He is at the head 
of the work. 

Mrs. Cutler of Edinboro, said 
that although there was no aux- 
iliary there has been a faithful 
band in that place. 

Miss Mina McElree then said, 
the work in Washington, Pa., is one 
of the marvels of prayer answered. 
This beautiful old city of 25,000 in- 
habitants, seat of Washington and 
Jefferson college, has for many 
years been the home of our dear 
brother, John A. Best, who with 
his wife, Mrs. Jennie Best, has 
claimed the sure promise of God: 
“Where two of you agree on earth 
as touching anything that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them 
by My Father which is in heaven.” 
Then, after some patient waiting, 
“He rewarded them openly,” by 
sending Dr. G. D. Watson, as His 
messenger through whom He proy- 
ed “My Word is as a fire and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock 
in_pieces.” 

Dr. Watson says that God gave 
him a vision the first night in 
Washington of a mighty artesian 
well which burst forth in the cen- 
ter of the city and overflowed with 
wondrous power, saturating the 
whole city and vicinity with pure, 
crystal water. 

So he stood in God’s pulpit, in 
the hall over Mr. Best’s Shoe De- 
partment of his extensive dry goods 
store, the hall which was all plan- 
ned out by the blessed Holy Spir- 
it, even to the outside stairs and 
many other details which we will 
not take space to mention, when 
it was built for a room to store 
away goods. 

An organ, which for some unac- 
countable reason Mr. Best refused 
to sell, was also stored away in 
this room, silent, but waiting for 
God to speak to the wind and voice 
His praise. 

Here God’s messenger stood and 
preached the Gospel “Good News,’’ 
which it indeed was to the hun- 
dreds of thirsty people. The liy- 
ing water flowed on for some days 
and nights and began to soak the 
dry ground and saturated it cop- 
iously until it very scon began to 
germinate and spring up according 
to Isa. xliv. 3: “For I will pour wa- 
ter upon him that is thirsty, and 
floods upon the dry ground; and I 
will pour My Spirit upon thy seed, 
and My blessing upon thine off- 
spring.” “And they shall spring 
up among the grass {other folks, 
parched grass) as willows by the 
water courses,” 

And when the altar was present- 
ed, which the people saw, as in- 
deed it is, “Jesus standing in our 
midst and saying, Come unto Me,” 
they came in crowds and the altar 
was filled continuously until hun- 
dreds thronged the altar and re- 
ceived Jesus to be their all in all. 
This fountain of living water has 
never since ceased to flow and the 


meeting had never yet closed, this 
meeting which began Oct. 1898, and 
now there is a happy band of true 
worshippers who meet together in 
our beautiful Mission Room, which 
has been made most comfortable 
and attractive with its walls shin- 
ing with Scripture texts, which car- 
ry peace, hope and joy to the sin- 
ful, burdened and suffering ones. 

We praise God as we behold these 
bright, promising lives, many of 
whom are among our young men 
and women, who have laid down 
their lives willing to “follow the 
Lamb whithersoever He goeth; and 
we are looking to God to so mould 
and prepare them that He may 
choose many of them to carry the 
Gospel to the “uttermost parts of 
the earth.” 

Our people love the blessed truth 
of the Coming of Jesus back to 
earth and are eagerly pressing for- 
ward toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus.

ing power in their lives. We held 
a Sabbath service at this point on 
July 30, and we fee] that God set 
His seal of approval upon the 
work. The ordinance of the Lord’s 
Supper was administered in which 
sixty or more persons participated; 
some were members of various de- 
nominations, others having no 
church relationship, but the blessed 
Holy Spirit brooded over all and 
assured our hearts that our obe- 
dience and unity was well pleasing 
in His sight. Eleven persons were 
buried with Christ by baptism while 
at least five hundred people stood 
on the shore, and we saw many ev- 
idences that the Holy Spirit was 
going from heart to heart and con- 
vincing men of sin and righteous- 
ness and of judgment. 

Pray also for this little garden 
patch in the great vineyard, that 
God may place over it His own true 
and tried workers and keep it clean 
and fruitful till He come. 

At Valencia also, a village four 
miles from Gibsonia, is another pro- 
ductive spot where the biessed 
Fourfold Gospel has gained an en- 
trance into hearts which are so hap- 
py in this new and beautiful way 
and so desirious that the truth 
shall reach all that they have erect- 
ed a large and comfortable halt 
solely for the meetings of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance, 
and are looking forward for our re- 
turn from the State Convention that 
an Ali-day Meeting may be held, 
in this new hall, which has just 
been completed. We rejoice in the 
fact that calls are coming in from 
various towns and committees for 
meetings and we are praying the 
Lord of the harvest to send forth 
laborers into ali these sections of 
our homeland that hundreds during 
this coming year may find God as 
these dear people have. 

Miss Filla Bird then said: “He 
sent them two and two into every 
eity and place whither He Himself 
would come.” and in this unchanged 
order of His purpose, we have been 
moving on; especially during the 
past year, witnessing for Him, and 
in His faithful, all-sufficiency giv- 
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ing out the glorious Gospel of full 
salvation, “Not in word only, but 
also in power and in the Holy Ghost 
and in much assurance,” resting on 
the promise that His Word shali 
not return unto Him void. Himself 
hath indeed “worked with us, con- 
forming His Word with signs fol- 
lowing.” All praise to Him whose 
work alone is effectual and abid- 
ing.

Mohammedanism in Africa, 


A writer from Old Calabar in Af- 
rica, in the Missionary Record of the 
Scotch United Presbyterian 
Church, speaks of the advance of 
Mohammedanism in that part of 
Africa and of the reasons why it 
ig having such an increase. The 
chief reason is that converts to Mo- 
hammedanism show an unbroken 
front in what may be called their 
religious life. That is, they live 
up to their professions, they ob- 
serve reguiarly all the forms of 
their religion, praying at stated 
times and never Binching from the 
observance of their ceremonia)s. 
On the other hand those who pro- 
fess Christianity do not live up to 
the standard which they profess. 
Tt is to be remembered that the 
standards are different. The Mos- 
jem faith makes no high moral 
demands upon these converts, but 
allows polygamy and concubinage 
and@ has no thought of a change of 
heart, “In Efik,’ Mr. Dean says, “a 
man might become a Mohamme- 
dan tomorrow without his life un- 
dergcing any marked change.” His 
new faith will permit him to keep 
his wives, his slaves, and makes no 
great demand upon his moral Hfe. 
These facts must be considered 
when the problem of Mohammedan- 
ism in Africa is spoken of.

Missions in India, 


The Missionary Herald states that 
the Church of Scotland has a mis- 
sion in the feudatory state of Cham- 
ba, in India, the rajah of which has 
undertaken at his own expense to 
build a church for the mission. 
The corner stone was laid on the 
lith of February last by the rajah 
himself, accompanied by his prime 
minister and other leading officials 
With prayers and Christian songs 
and reading of the Scriptures the 
service proceeded, after which the 
thanks of the assembled company 
were given to the prince for his 
munificent gift. In response to the 
address made to him, his Highness 
bore witness to the conspicuous 
loyalty and obedience of his Chris- 
tian subjects, and subsequently the 
prime minister wrote: “His High- 
ness wishes me to say that the sup- 
port which the mission has receiv- 
ed from the rulers of the Chamba 
state is not great in comparison 
with the good which the agents of 
the Church of Scotland mission are 
doing among his people. He quite 
realizes the value of good educa- 
tion, which is helping to raise the 
children of the soil out of ignor- 
ance and to open to them the doors 
of civilization and enlightenment.”

At the Convention of the Federa- 
tion of American Zionists two mem- 
bers of the executive committee of 
the International JZionistie Con- 
gress to be held at Basle, Switzer- 
land, which will take place the 15th 
of August, have been elected, Dr. 
Richard Gotthei! and Dr. Stephen 
8. Wise. 

A resolution was taken to ac- 
cept a national song in the Hebrew 
language, which will be sung at the 
opening of every Zionistic meeting. 

According to the annua] report 
of the secretary, Dr. Stephen 8S. 
Wise, the Federation of Zionists of 
America consist of 125 societies 
with 10,000 members. The income 
of the Federation last year was 
$1,284, while the expenses were 

Rev. Dr. Gustav Gottheil, of E- 
manuel Temple spoke concerning 
the Dreyfus case, showing the les- 
son the Jewish nation should learn 
from it.—Jewish Daily News. 
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The delegates to the Convention 
of the Federation of Zionists com- 
menced their work with great en- 
thusiasm, They kept busily at work 
all day until late at night. 

The convention opened with a 
speech by Dr. Shafer of Baltimore, 
who welcomed the delegates and 
assured them of the good will of 
the Baltimore delegation. 

Then Prof. Richard Gottheil, the 
President of the Federation, gave 
his annual address, in which he 
spoke of the remarkable progress 
of the Zionistic movement. 

He said that Zionism is a live 
and practical movement and this is 
the reason for its rapid growth. 
The most important events which 
have happened to the Jews in late 
years are: The second congress of 
Zionists in Basle, the audience 
which the German Emperor gave 
to a Zionistic delegation, and the 
establishment of the Jewish Colon- 
ial bank. 

Congratulatory telegrams were 
received from the most prominent 
Zionists of the world, among whom 
were Dr. Herzl, from Vienna, Dr. 
Max Nordau from Paris, and Dr. 
Gaster from London, 

A telegram from the English Fed- 
eration of Zionists asking ald for 
buying @ colony in Palestine, was 
read, and the petition granted.

Several quarrels, which ended in 
duels, have taken place among the 
officers in Brest. The streets were 
placarded with notices regarding 
the decision of the Court of Cassa- 
tion, and these were torn down, and 
in their places insulting expres- 
sions against the Jews were posted.

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Through the recommendation of 
the Secretary of Education, more 
than twenty Jews have been decor. 
ated with gold and silver medals.

According to the Russian 
law, every recipient of these medals 
vaust pay the cost of them, and the 
poor teachers will be obliged to 
pawn their household furniture in 
order to pay for the great honor the 
Czar has conferred on them,—

hai after the long trip in the North 
of China afforded more opportunity 
to’ see other missions and become 
acquainted with more missionaries 
of the blessed Gospel of Christ. At 
Mr. Evans’ missionary home one 
always finds missionaries of the var- 
ious societies having missions in 
China. All are filled with strong 
convictions of the greatness of the 
needs of this dark land, with its mil- 
lions, and a constant cry for more 
workers is heard in the prayers of 
and in fellowship with these work- 
ers. May God give the true spirit of 
prayer for the Holy Spirit's work 
with the chureh in the homelands, 
that workers may be thrust forth in- 
to the harvest with sharpened sick- 
jes, to gather im the ripening har- 
vest, and that conviction and light 
from God may come to many heath- 
en hearts to receive Christ as their 
Saviour from sin. Coming in touch 
with missionaries of many societies 
one receives some idea of the limita. 
tions and the hindrances to the 
speedy evangelization of the world, 
because of the lack of men and 
means and the Holy Spirit’s power. 
It never came so forcibly to our 
hearts, before, how much God is 
ahead of the Church with open doors 
into the supposed closed nations 
and flelds, Will the Church, as a 
whole and the individual servants 
of Christ, ever learn to keep close 
up to.God, and not foliow Him afar 
off; will they see their God-given 
opportunity and the power and 
presence of the Spirlt to do the 
work thus presented and called to 
ao? 

it gave us much pleasure to spend 
the prayer meeting evening in the 
Presbyterian mission at the west 
gate of Shanghai, in the home of 
Mrs, Annie Moore Sillsby, formerly 
of the Alliance mission and of the 
New York Missionary Institute. She 
is standing nobly for the full Gos- 
pel of Christ in testimony, lite and 
service, in her home and mission. 
Bro, Birrel, whose kind attention 
loving help and sweet fellowship 
through all the days we were to- 
gether in the visit through North 
China, and which will be long re- 
membered, parted from us at Shang- 
hai to hasten to his family in Wu- 
hu. I thank God for the fellowship 
of the saints of God more than ev- 
er before. It has meant so much 
through all the days of this misston- 
ary journey, and fellowship in the 
Spirit and in prayer with the least 
of the children of God in the home- 
Jand is so sweet and precious day 
by day, as well as a source of re- 
fresiing and power from God, for 
spirit, soul and body. 

Brother Philip Hinkey of our So. 
China Mission had come to Shang- 
hai to meet us. This was another 
most unexpected but pleasant sur- 
prise and his companionship with 
that of our sisters, Mary and Ella, 
to Hongkong was very delightful 
and ediiying, We had the whole 
ship's cabin to ourselves with the 
captain, and so the days on the 
steamer, “Fu Shun,” became days 
of much joy in the Lord, and re- 
freshing in spirit, 

‘We arrived at Hongkong, a beau- 
tiful hillside city, with one of the 
finest harbors in the world. Here 
wewerewelcomed byMiss Campbell 
of our mission, whe took our sis- 
ters to Macao, and we left for Wu- 
chow, two kundred miles up the 
West river, where our principal mis- 
sion station in our South China Mis- 
sion is located. 

Wuchow Fu is a large business 
centre on the West and Su rivers, 
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at the entrance into Quangsail Prov- 
ince. It has a probable population 
of one hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants, including the boat population 
on the two rivers, meeting here, 
which numbers several thousands. 
It is also the centre of our South 
China Mission. The Superintendent 
of the South China Mission, dear 
Mr. and Mrs. Hess, live here, and 
have a chapel connected with the 
house. There is another station, oc- 
cupied by Bros. Glover and How- 
den, in the centre of the city, with 
alarge chapel for men only. In an- 
other part of the city there is a sta- 
tion for women’s work only, occu- 
pied by Miss Carrie Prentice and 
Miss Agnes Cooney. Here at Wu- 
chow we received a most hearty and 
loving welcome from all these dear 
ones and spent three days in pre- 
cious fellowship with them, and 
with the native Christians and 
workers. 

At Wuchow is to be located the 
receiving home for missionaries for 
which a site on one of the highest 
hilltops across the Fu River has 
already been secured, and for which 
the greater portion of the building 
money has been donated by one of 
the missionaries. On another hill- 
top just outside the city, rests the 
precious dust of our dear brother 
and former superintendent., Clar- 
ence H. Reeves, who passed away 
over & year ago, and whom the Lord 
will bring with Him at His appear- 
ing. Here also is soon to be opened 
a training school for native work- 
ers in charge of Dr. R. H. Glover, 
a work much needed. 

A native church is organized here 
from which several native workers 
have already gone forth to other 
stations in the province. 

Accompanied by brother Hess, we 
started on a houseboat up the West 
river, to visit a few of the other 
stations in the province. As the cur- 
rent on the river is quite strong it 
took us four days to make one hun- 
dred and seventy miles to Qui Ping 
station in charge of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. Fee. Another day’s Journey from 
here is Tung Sun, in chage of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Quick, the first station 
opened in Quang Sai. Nam Ning 
one of the last opened stations in 
charge of Mr. M. Landis and Robt. 
Jaffray, nearly five hundred miles 
further inland, nearly a thousand 
miles from Hong Kong, could not 
be visited for want of time. 

Tung Un, a day’s journey from 
Wuchow, is a ladies’ station, where 
an interesting women’s work is car. 
ried on by Miss Doner and Miss 
Alice Landis, with a native preach- 
er, who conducts a daily chapel 
work for men only. 

Lo Ting in Kwong Tung Province 
is in charge in Mr. Christopherson. 

Quai Lam, the capital of Quang 
Sai, a large city on the Fu River, 
has been recently occupied by Bro. 
J, Cunningham, and a station will 
soon be opened. All these cities 
have been entered by our brethren 
in the last few years. When they 
entered Quang Sai it was considered 
a closed province. Previous at- 
tempts by other societies were 
thwarted, and the missionaries rob- 
bed and driven out, The Lord has 
indeed wrought wondersthrough our 
dear workers here. The work is 
very promising and the missionar- 
jes have a gcod hold upon the peo- 
ple. There have been very trying 
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days, and the threats of the people 
in some places were very severe, 
but they stood most nobly against 
everything in the name of the Lord 
who brought them through victor- 
ious. 

There are now three open nearby 
ports, in the province. There are 
still very large business centres, Fu 
cities, throughout the province, 
where no missionaries have yet en- 
tered, much less located, and until 
more workers reach the field, our 
mission ean not make further ad- 
vances into the interlor. Oh, such 
a solemn sense of the awful re- 
sponsibility of the Church of God, 
in the face of ail these open, yet 
unoccupied cities and territories 
creeps over one, as these sad facts 
rest down upon one, and a con- 
sciousness with it, that they are not 
met because of Jack of workers. 

The province lies open, the fierce- 
ness of the people has greatly 
changed to peace. Thereis much less 
danger of being driven out, yet there 
are almost no workers at hand to 
possess the land. God has opened 
it and given it to His people that 
they should enter in and possess it. 
The Wesleyan M. B. C. Mission has 
a medical work at Wuchow, Dr. Mc 
Donald in charge; the Baptists have 
an out-station conducted by a na- 
tive worker, and the C. M. 8S. has 
only 2 month ago sent two mission- 
aries, Mr, and Mrs. Bird, to Qui Lam 
the capital, These are the only mis- 
sionaries, besides our own missions 
in Quang Sai, a province of over 
eight millions of people. 

The special need at present is a 
company of consecrated, whole. 
hearted, strong young men for this 
open, yet so sparingly occupied field. 
Where are they? 

Next to this province lies Anam, 
with its teeming millions, where 
hardly a Gospel sound is heard yet, 
The hearts of some of our dear 
young men here in Quang Sai are 
burdened for this dark section, and 
hours of prayer are spent and burn- 
ing tears flow, crying to God for 
these benighted souls, and for young 
men to be thrust forth into the har- 
vest; but their hands are more than 
full in their own work. The Lord 
is calling. ae 

Passing down as well as up the 
West river from Wuchow, and along 
its numerous branches are found 
many large cities without a mis- 
sionary. Even in Kwong Tung 
Province (capital, Canton), one of 
the most evangelized parts of Chi- 
na, there are many large cities, 
where no Gospel voice is heard. The 
scenery along this great river is 
very beautiful and inviting. Beau- 
tiful birds sing their songs of joy 
and praise to God; the fields look 
rich and yleld their harvests; the 
many hills are evergreen and delight 
the eye; the rivers are full of life 
and give their harvest of fish for 
the teeming population; but the hu- 
man hearts are mostly sad in dark- 
ness and gloom because they know 
not the life which is the life of 
man. Nearly all the common Chi- 
nese, especially the women, say 
“Life is bitter and hard.” A com- 
mon expression among Chinese is, 
“Eating bitterness,” which is sadly 
true with the great masses of peo- 
ple. 

Communication from the coast, 
Hongkong, and Canton, to Wuchow 
has been greatly facilitated and 


which now run regularly as far up 
the river as Wuchow, and will soon 
run still farther. The distance it 
took our missionaries a whole week 
on houseboats is now made in thir- 
ty-six hours. 

The climate is tropical. The gsum- 
mers are very warm and the winters 
like our springtime in the home- 
land. We prepared carefully for in- 
tense heat, but were gladly surpris- 
ed in that the heat did not come. 
Everybody else seemed surprised at 
the remarkably cool weather at this 
season. We saw the Lord in it and 
praised Him for it. The times and 
seasons are in His hands. The sun 
did not only not smite but the heat 
has not come. Abundance of rain, 
high water and cool days, were the 
order of the month we spent in 
South China. 

Canton, the greatest metropolis of 
south if not of the whole of China, 
is a wonderful city of nearly or 
quite two millions of people, includ- 
ing a riverboat population of about 
one hundred and twenty-five thous- 
and. It fg a remarkable business 
emporium, and though one of the 
oldest open ports, it is a thoroughly 
Chinese city. Cantonese merchants 
have the preeminence all over Chi- 
na, and are found in the extreme 
north aud west, as well as through- 
out the south, in Anam, Singapore 
and many other countries. It is 
well known, that almost to a man 
the Chinese in America are Canton- 
ese, 


Canton though the first mission- 
ary centre In China, has only twen- 
ty street chapels today, and some of 
these even are not open daily for 
the preaching of the Gospel, and 
the missionaries say, that undoubt- 
edly thereare partsin this great city, 
where the natives do not even know 
there are such places as a Gospel 
Hall and missionaries. Many of the 
older societies carry on extensive 
mission work here in schools, col- 
leges, hospitals, industrial work, 
and simple Gospel work, with a 
number of organized large native 
churches. We received most hearty 
welcome and much kindness from 
many of these dear workers, espec- 
ially Dr. and Mrs. Swan, Dr. and 
Mrs. Kerr, forty-three years in Can- 
ton, Rev. and Mrs. Nelson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams and others. 

Sights of Canton to foreigners are 
few, but very interesting. Among 
them are the temple of the five hun- 
dred gods, all in life size figures; a 
newly built Buddhist temple, ecost- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, Under the direction of a reg- 
ular city guide we were shown 
many fine native stores and manu- 
facturers of sitks, silverware, car- 
ving of ivory, ebony wood, embroid- 
eries, silk and linen lace, and last 
led into a typical Chinese restau- 
tant where prepared dog’s and cat’s 
Theat are specialties. We were not 
invited to feast, and it would indeed 
have been embarassing unter the 
circumstances to heed the apostle’s 
injunction to eat what is set before 
us. 

The boat population here, as In- 
deed around many cities, is a very 
important as well as most {nterest- 
ing factor along the innumerable 
waterways in all southern and cen- 
tral China. They are a people to 
themselves. They are born, live, 
work, marry, bear children, grow 
old and die on their boats, and very 
Httle, almost nothing is done to give 
them the Gospel in any part of the 
Empire. 

I praise God for the continued tes- 
timony of perfect health—no aches 
nor pains in body, but precious, re- 
freshings from the Lord and quick- 
ening in our whole being. He Him- 
self continues present and precious.
